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Fabu lous British 
Guiana Stamp Stolen 


A news dispatch from Los An- 
geles supplied the information 
that the world’s rarest stamp, the 
British Guiana lc magenta, and 
a collection of other stamps were 
stolen, while the owner was show- 
them to a fellow collector. The 
purported owner according to the 
dispatch is Otto Krumbach, a 72 

ear old retired contractor, who 
og maintained his residence in 
a Los Angeles hotel. This is the 
first time that any indication has 
been given as to whom is the 
present owner of the famed 
stamp. . 

Ever since the stamp was sold 
by the widow of the fabulous Ar- 
fhur Hinds, the identity of its 
present owner has remained a 
well kept secret. Mr. Hinds was 
said to have paid $37,500 for the 
stamp, and it was also mentioned 
at the time that Mrs. Hinds had 
refused this same sum offered 
for the stamp. The purchase price 
at which it was acquired by its 
present legal owner was in the 
neighborhood of $50,000. 

According to a reconstruction 
of the theft supplied by the police, 
Mr. Krumbach was showing a 
part of his collection containing 
the British Guiana, to a friend. 
While the men were intent on 
viewing the stamps, the bandit 
entered the apartment, slugged 
Mr. Krumbach and made off with 
the album containing the world’s 
rarest stamp. In the same album 
were rarities from other British 

es, Hawaii, the United

j m contained only 500 
stamps and \.as valued at $165,- 
000, which gives an easily under- 
stood indication of the size of 
the treasure. 

Mr. Krumbach is a stamp col- 
lector of long standing, having 
begun his philatelic activities at 
the age of sixteen. He has been 
retired from his contracting busi- 
ness for some years, and has spent 
a good deal of his leisure time 
with his stamps.

In connection with it, it 
was announced that the first day 
of issue would be on April 7, at 
Natchez, Mississippi. As to 
other five the Post Office Depart 
ment made just the bare an- 
nouncement of their impending 
issuance at. some time during 1948. 

Absent from the present list of 
proposed commems, and about 
which their has beeen a lot of 
newspaper comment are stamps 
for the 100th Anniversary of the 
Settlement of the Swedes in the 
Mid-west, a stamp for the Wash- 
ington Monument, and another is- 
sue for the American Indian, and 
which was, to have honored the 
famed Indian Chief, Sequoyah. It 
is also possible that the Depart- 
ment will find the opportunity of 
including a stamp, or stamps to 
commemorate the Wright Broth- 
ers, now that Orville Wright has 
passed away. 

Undoubtedly, the stamp that 
will surprise the greatest number 
of collectors is the one to be is- 
sued for the Four Chaplains. At 
one time there was some agita- 
tion to have a stamp issued to 
commemorate the work of the 
Chaplains in the war, but seem- 
ingly the matter was not pressed 
seriously by the interested per- 
sons, and to all appearances the 
matter was dropped.

“A reduction of parcel post 
rates on ‘mercy packages’ mailed 
by indivduals to starving families 
in Europe was urged by the Ger- 
man Society of Pennsylvania and 
officials of American Relief for 
Central Europe. 

“Appealing to Pennsylvanin’s 
senators and_ representatives, 
Walter C. Koenig, president of 
the society and chairman of the 
relief agency, said ‘millions of 
dollars spent for these parcel post 
charges actually exceed the cost 
of the food contents.’ 

“Leaders of organized relief 
groups, as well as thousands of 
other persons, Koenig said, “are 
deeply concerned over the high 
cost of mailing food to European 
countries we want so much to 
help.”

Do Not Be A Lazy Stamp. Collector 


I could go on for many weeks and write about how to 
form different kinds of interesting stamp ccllections but 
any collector able to think can see a hundred different ways 
to do just that himself and if these few editorials I have 
written help get you started to 
thinking they will have served 
their purpose. The matter of think- 
ing is one of vital importance in 
stamp collecting. In fact, I would 
urge anyone who wants to start 
collecting stamps, or anyone who 
is now collecting stamps and seems 
to be in a rut, to stop and take 
stock of things before going any 
farther. Collecting stamps has be- 
come such a big fad that there are 
millions interested in the hobby 
and it has attracted big business 
and big money. When those things 
happen collectors can be exploit- 
ed by shrewd operators and it is solely the fault of the col- 
lector himself if he is caught in any of the traps. 

Therefore the first thing to do is to think matters over. 
The conclusion you come to will have to be governed to a 
great extent by the amount of money that you can afford 
to spend each week or each month or year. Try to figure 
out a plan of collecting that will permit you to keep within 
your budget but at the same time, will permit you to keep 
up with what you are collecting. 

Aim at something you can afford and aim to go into 
the matter in a thorough manner with an eye to completépn. 
No matter how small a project you tackle, you should plan 
to complete that project before tackling another one for re- 
member that any group of stamps which you may care to 
offer for sale in later years will be much more attractive to 
the prospective buyer if you have a complete collection, 
or one nearly so. No matter what your subject, if almost 
complete, it will be worth far more for resale, based on 
cost to you than any heterogeneous accumulation that you 
may have made over the same period of years. 

You will find too that you will get a lot of interest in 
trying to fill in and complete something and when it comes 
time to show your collection at your club or at some near- 
by show you will have something worth showing. 

Again I say, think your problem over, above all get 
started right and keep in the groove till you attain your 
objective. This method of collecting will bring -you much 
pleasure and should in the end, bring some profit on your 
investment. 


A Word To Some Dealers 


In the past couple of months our advertising manager 
has had the unpleasant duty of writing many letters to deal- 
ers who have been regular advertisers with us for a number 
of years. The dealers concerned are those who have been 
on contract under our Number 10 Rate Card which was 
put.into effect on March 1, 1946. The rates on that card were 
based on an average weekly circulation of about 18,000 copies 
weekly. Since March.1, 1946 we have grown. That means 
much more circulation for the advertisers. During that per- 
iod the price of paper, printing and about everything else 
has advanced. It is the custom of publications such as ours 
to sell advertising on an annual contract basis so if you 
contract for a year, we are stuck with the flat price quoted 
you even if our costs do advance, 

Our circulation has increased considerably over the 
18,000 weekly of March 1, 1946. Thus on March 1, 1947.we

had to issue a new rate card, based on the increased cir-|| 


culation. Before putting these rates in effect we invited all 
advertisers then using space to renew their contract for an- 
other year at the old rate before the advance. Thus all those 
advertisers who renewed before March 1, 1947 have been 
enjoying a rate below what others have paid, who came with 
us since March 1, 1947. 

Those old contracts have expired, each was for a 52 
week period. We are now asking for renewals and many 
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have failed to send their renewals, yet we have in some 
cases, copy which they have ordered run. We will be unable 
to print copy for those who do not send their renewals 
as without an order from you we have no authority to-charge 
you for space used without a contract we would have to 


charge you a transient rate which would be still higher. 

This is purely a business matter, we have no under the 
counter rates or any special favors to offer altho we get re- 
quests almost ‘every week from some dealer who wants a 
concession of some sort to suit his way of doing business. 

We trust therefore that you who have not yet renewed 
your contract will understand this situation, for unless re- 
newed, we will be obliged to omit some copy.

Parcel Post 
By Air To Europe 


American Overseas Airlines, 
Pan American Airways and 
Transcontental & Western Air 
have been informed that the 
Postmaster General on Monday, 
February 2, set the rates and 
cabled thirty-two countries for 
their approval. 

The rates are on a complicated 
schedule for each country. The 
postage on a five-pound package 
to England from any part of the 
bey States will cost the sender 

The countries asked to approve 
the rate are Newfoundland, Ire- 
land, England, Belgium, Czecho- 
slovakia, Austria, Turkey, Syria, 
Pakistan, India, Portugal, South 
Africa, Senegal, Gold Coast, Bel- 
gian Congo, Bermuda, Iceland, the 
Netherlands, Denmark, Norway, 
Sweden, Finland, France, Swit- 
zerland, Spain, Italy, Greece, Al- 
geria, Tunisia, Egypt and Pales- 
tine, 

The rates have been based in 

general on a cost of 75 cents per 
ton-mile, both here and overseas. 
This is said to include cost of 
postoffice handling, air  trans- 
portation, ground delivery at des- 
tination and the air carriage of 
postoffice equipment such as mail 
sacks. 
Neither airline men nor air ex- 
press officials here could make 
detailed comparisons of the cost 
of the new service compared with 
air express because the services 
involved differ. In general, inter- 
national air express does not in- 
clude pick-up and delivery. One 
official estimated, however, that 
to Europe from points east of the 
Mississippi, air parcel post would 
be about the same as air express, 
while from points west of the 
Mississippi it would be cheaper. 
The airlines look to the new 
service as a comforting addition 
to their revenues. Unlike the do- 
mestic lines, the transatlantic 
lines have been operating at a 
profit. Passenger rates average 
almost twice that on the domestic 
lines, they have had satisfactory 
loads as a rule and have not been 
hampered by winter weather.

1941, they will certainly receive 
an enthusiastic welcome.

JAPANESE MUSEUM 


Thieves broke into the Museum 
of Communications Building in 
Toxyo, Japan on the night of 
December 14, and did a thorough 
job of looting. At the same time 
they broke into the Nippon Stamp 
Association headquarters, which 
is housed in the same building, 
and made off with 26,866 yen 
worth of stamps. All of the re- 
cent and some of the old com- 
memorative issues were taken 
along with other stamps. 
Luckily, the secretary of the 
Association had about 300 of the 
Souvenir sheets for the 75th an- 
niversary of the Ministry of Com- 
munications locked in the safe, 
or these would have been taken 
also. Even so, 128 of them were 
found by the thieves together 
with 660 of the 2nd Japanese 
Olympics sport stamps. Other is- 
sues stolen included the Railway 
commem, the Community Chest 
semi-postal, the Saporo sheet, the 
Kyoto Golden Temple stamp and 
the Philatelic Week sheet. 

The Nippon Stamp Association 
purchases a quantity of each new 
issue which it keeps on hand to 
sell to collectors at face value 
plus postage. Since it is a non- 
profit organization, the theft of 
the stamps will cause it to cur- 
tail some of its operations for a 
while. k

GEORGIA. Someone along the 
path of issue of this state’s 
stamps has used his head and 
eliminated one press run on 
the Liquor and Wine stamps. 
This was accomplished by print- 
ing the value and designation 
in what was formerly the back- 
ground color and printing the 
background color solidly on the 
bottom half of the stamp only. 
Otherwise the stamps are ex- 
actly like the last set issued. 
Liquor—6%c blue, 12%2c green; 
Wine—12'%c pink. Design in 
black with Thompson’s signa- 
ture. 

IDAHO. At last the Punch Board 
stamps of the city of Lewis- 
ton have come to hand: Both 
sets are typeset pretty much the 
same except that the first set 
is much larger and set in caps 
35x25'%mm). The second set is 
set in upper and lower case 
(type measures 19x19mm) and 
has the same green background 
as the first but it now covers 
the entire stamp. Both are per- 
forated 12, According to my in- 
formation both sets came in the 
following values—5c, 10c, 25c, 
50c, $1, $2, and $5. 

MISSOURI. Scratch Higginsville 
and Joplin from your list of 
the cities of this state which 
use Cigarette stamps. The first 
city was included through mis- 
taken information supplied to 
me and the second repealed it’s 
tax law. Brookfield’s 2c red 
stamp is just like Moberly’s ex- 
cept for the city name. Mexico, 
Missouri has two types in use. 
One is a two cent red ‘scotch 
tape’ stamp like Carrollton’s ex- 
cept for the city name and the 
other is a 2c green decal with 
a horseman and a horseshoe as 
the main design. The latter 
stamp is on cream card, roulet- 
ted 6% by black rouletted 6%;

NEW YORK. A new Cigarette 
rate went into effect January 
1st and a new set was issued:

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Stamps Used By 
Minister For Book 
On U. S. History 





What may be the most unusual 
history of the United States ever 
attempted is nearing completion 
by a Worcester, Mass, minister. 
This philatelic historian is Rev. 
Chester A. Wheeler, who is now 
working on the tenth chapter of 
a twelve chapter, two volume 
70,000 word book. 

Every word in the history is 
hand-printed and every episode 
described in the text is illustrated 
by at least one postage stamp and 
is titled “‘A Philatelic History of 
the United States of America.” 

Mr. Wheeler, now working on 
the Spanish-American War period 
at the turn of the century, says 
“It is really a history of our coun- 
try in stamps. The only one T 
have heard of on such an exten- 
sive scale. 

“When I started on it back in 
1940, I didn’t realize what a 
project this would turn out to be. 
A few times I thought I was in 
quite deep but I am beginning to 
see daylight now and two or three 
more years and I will have the 
job completed.” ‘ 

There will be about 300 US 
stamps illustrating the work when 
it is completed but two of them 
are Confederates. The Confed- 
erates bear the portraits of John 
Calhoun and Jefferson Davis. 
More than two-thirds of the 
stamps are already mounted. 

The Rev. Mr. Wheeler starts 
his history with the Viking ex- 
plorations and Indian activities 
and will bring it up to the present. 

The two-volume work shows 
four distinct characteristics. Above 
all it shows loving care plus un- 
usual skill with pen and ink, a 
clear grasp of American history 
and a thorough knowledge of Am- 
erican postal emissions. He uses a 
steel point pen on  quadrilled 
paper and makes the lettering as 
much like type as possible. The 
more than a hundred maps are 
hand-drawn in red and black ink. 

Mr. Wheeler says he has always 
had an interest in history but 
only started to collect stamps in 
1937. The history supplements 
his regular collection. ‘ 

The idea of putting his two 
hobbies, history and stamps, to- 
gether came to him in 1939, Mr. 
Wheeler explains, when he was. ill 
for a while and started thinking 
about it. : 

He set only two rules for him- 
self when he started—include 
only incidents which can be illus- 
trated by stamps and to put at 
least one stamp on every page— 
and he has followed them. , 

“Sq far I haven’t had to omit 
anything of importance,” he says. 
“It has been more a matter of 
picking out which stamps to use 
than digging around trying to find 
something to fit. With nearly a 
thousand stamps catalogued for 
the United States in the past cen- 
tury there is a wealth of material 
to select from.” . 

Oldest stamp in the collection is 
an 1851 le Franklin. Most of the 
stamps are unused but some of 
the more expensive ones are rep- 
resented by used copies, 

He says “I’ve had to keep the 
cost of my history within reason. 
I do not believe I have a stamp 
in it costing over $5. I have never 
tried to put any valuation on it. 
I will wait until I finish the job 
before I attempt to value it.” : 

The first chapter of the history 
covers the Viking and other early 
explorations; the second the early 
settlements at Jamestown, Ply- 
mouth, Charleston and the colo- 
nizers, Roger Williams, William 
Penn, Oglethorpe and Lord Bal- 
timore; the next the Revolution- 
ary war; followed by the “Estab- 
lishment of Constitutional Gov- 
ernment,” Civil War, Spanish- 
American War, etc.

Inferesting Story 
Of Unusual Find 


(Editor’s note: Among the more fas- 
cinating aspects of stamp collecting, 
are the stories of great finds that have 
been made, and “near finds’’ that for 
one reason or another never quite ma- 
terialized. Dealers are usually some- 
what reluctant to discuss these, not 
only because they do not like to re- 
veal their sources for material, but 
often because they think that they 
may ht pay-dirt in the same section 
a second time. It is only when the 
books are irrevocably closed on a ser- 
ies of events, as was the case in the 
story that follows, that reminiscences 
such as these, accurate as to names, 
time and places are freely given. It 
is perhaps needless to add that the 
narrative that follows is true.)

| Quite a number of years passed, 
‘during which Cates undoubtedly 
forgot about his treasure trove. In

There 
were literally hundreds of brilli- 
ant gold-hued covers. bearing 
1869’s and bank notes, all from the 
De Veaux Institute of Suspension 
Bridge, N. Y., an almost priceless 
lot of college covers that today 
are so popular. Civil War Patri- 
otics, United States stampless 
covers ... the two pairs of Hers- 
tian eyes were opened wide in 
awe, 

Mr, Cates was working in El,- 
mira, a couple hundred miles to 
the south, said Mrs. Cates, so the 
Herst’s lost no time in heading 
their car south to the address that 
was given them, By midnight 
they were talking to Mr. Cates, 
and by 1 a. m. Cates was con- 
vinced that he would make more 
money by returning to his barn 
the next day than by showing 
up for work. Losing no time, 
the Herst’s headed north and as 
dawn was breaking, their car 
pulled up once again at the barn 
that held this priceless treasure. 
With the entire day to work, it 
appeared that a deal of consider- 
able consequence was likely, even 
though as the car had approached 
Chautauqua County, Cates was 
sure that the time to go over the 
material might soon be at hand, 
and he didn’t quite know if he 
should sell or not, P 

As Mr. and Mrs. Herst started 
delving, Cates was definite of the 
opinion that he wouldn’t sell a 
cover. The Herst’s begged and 
pleaded, explained that they had 
ajJready devoted two days to this 
search, and driven over five hun- 
dred miles. It was only when 
they slyly suggested to Mrs. Cates 
what might be done on a farm 
with several hundred dollars did 
Cates begin to yield.

Watch those U. S. Playing Card 
Stamps, especially the ones that 
are over-printed—like Scott’s No. 
RF9, worth about $2.75. Recently 
I picked one of these out of a cir- 
cuit book—it was marked RF3 at 
12c. 

Also watch for the RJ4 with in- 
verted overprint (RJ4a). Noticed 
one of these in a set, which was 
in a friend’s_ collection, Worth 
about $8.50, instead of 85c for the 
normal variety. Moral: Learn to 
know your revenue stamps. This 
column can help you. 

Do you collect U. S. Tobacco 
Tax Stamps if so, you will find a 
“kindred spirit” in Oliver C. Over- 
man, 1345 Cherry St., Denver 7, 
Colo. Drop him a line. Seems like 
no matter what phase of revenue 
collecting you mention, you can 
find someone who is interested 
in it. Swell—collect what you en- 
joy—enjoy what you collect, 

How many of you have a copy 
of RY3 the $200.00 Firarms Trans- 
fer Tax Stamp—or have seen one? 
Did I hear you say “ask some- 
thing easier? “Well I haven’t seen 
one either. In fact, the $1.00 over- 
printed (RY1) are not any too 
plentiful—haven’t come across too 

many of these. The $1.00 (RY2) 
you will find easiest to obtain. 

1 Pack Playing Card Stamps 

In 1940 shortly after the “War 
Tax” on decks of playing cards 
went into effect, four new “1 
Pack” stamps were added to the 
list of Playing Card Stamps is- 
sued by our government. 

The first listed in Scott’s Spe- 

cialized Catalogue is the small 
size coil (the only small one in 
the series) rotary printed, perf. 10 
vertically (RF26). The second is 
the larger size coil rotary, perf. 10 
horizontally (RF27). Each of these 
two can be purchased for a dime 
or less, as they are quite common. 
The larger companies use these 
and all I have seen were precan- 
celed (Bureau). 
Next listed is the same large 
size stamp, but issued in sheets, 
flat plate, perf, 11 (RF28). This 
item is currently selling at around 
$1.25, and it is quite elusive. The 
last item is also the large size, 
issued in sheets, but rotary press 
and perf. 10x11 (RF29). This is 
by far the scarcest of the lot— 
quite a few were advertised a few 
years ago at $5.00, but they seem 
to be more elusive now; or do you 
have a lot of duplicates of this 
number in your possession? These 
last two were used by small com- 
panies—some on trick decks and 
also on the new plastic cards. All 
I have seen were printed cancel- 
lation (no Bureaus), rubber 
stamped, and also a few uncancel- 
led 


If you watch for these “1 Pack” 
stamps—you may find a very nice 
item for your collection.

Secrefary Combines 
Politics, Stamps 


Few customers of the National 
Stamp Agency, Box 156, Wash- 
ington, D. C., probably know that 
they are doing business with an 
aide to a member of the United 
States Congress. In which case it 
might interest them to know that 
the owner and proprietor of the 
Agency, which specializes in U. S. 
mint sheets, is Charles A. Baird, 
executive secretary to Rep. George 
W. Gilfie of Indiana. 

After a year of operation as a 
mail order stamp dealer, Mr. Baird 
is convinced that politics and 
philately can be successfully com- 
bined. 

A graduate of the University of 
Michigan and a former political 
writer for the Fort Wayne, Ind., 
News-Sentinel, Mr. Baird - has 
headed the staff of Congressman 
Gillie since 1939—with time out 
for two years as a_ sea-going 
Lieutenant in the Navy. 

A stamp collector, he organized 
the National Stamp Agency a year 
ago, shortly after his discharge 
from service. 

“The Philatelic Agency is the 
direct cause of my being in busi- 
ness,” he reports. Their mail order 
service was so slow that I was 
spending a good deal of my time 
running to the Agency for out-of- 
town collector friends. So I decid- 
ed to do something about it. 

Mr. Baird is a member of the 
American Philatelic Society and 
the Society of Philatelic Americ- 
ans. He also is treasurer of the 
Indiana State Society of Washing- 
ton. He is married and has a six- 
year-old son, who is a stamp col- 
lector in his own right. 

Congressman Gillie is a former 
member of the House Committee 
on Post Offices and Post Roads.

Now come to 
light are two blocks of 50 each 
in which the second vertical row 
from the left is entirely imper- 
forate. 

This results in ten horizontal 
pairs, imperforate between, the 
only ten pairs known. The pub- 
lishers of Scott’s catalog have 
already indicated that this new 
variety will be known as 64b, 
which listing will appear in the 
new catalog. 

Because of the increased in- 
terest in the stamps of this Afri- 
ean Republic, this notable find 
has already attracted considerable 
attention. 

Lapiner advises that the blocks 
are being broken up for disposal 
among Liberian specialists. 





Cancelled Stamps 
Used To Make An 
Altractive Picture 


Stamps are put to many uses 
other than the mounting of them 
in the albums of collectors. As 
for instance, some persons with 
nimble fingers, lots of time and 
imagination are using them as the 
means of making pictures. Earl 
MacLellan, of Gerrish, N. H. has 
seen what he thinks is a most 
clever product in this _ respect 
from China. 

The picture reveals a Chinese 
boy walking by the sea, and on 
one uplifted hand is perched a 
Chinese bird. In the other hand, 
he carries a bird cage. The boy’s 
garments are made entirely from 
cleverly cut pieces of used 
stamps; likewise the cage and the 
bird. Shrubbery, flowers and the 
sunset, making up the _ back- 
ground, also the boy’s face, are all 
artistically hand painted. 

While some of the stamps used 
in the picture cannot be readily 
made out, the one comprising the 
boy’s colorful red tunic is a one 
dollar Malayan stamp, and his at- 
tractive green trousers are made 
up of a valuable stamp bearing 
the face of Chiang Kai-Shek. Blue 
stamps are used for the long 
flowing sleeves; light red stamps 
for the stocking; green stamps 
for sandals; and part of a light 
rose stamp for the bottom of the 
bird cage. A $50 stamp, slate 
green in color, is used for the 
bird which rides the boy’s hand.

WHY THE “INTERNATIONAL” 
DOESN'T PROVIDE SPACES 
FOR CERTAIN STAMPS 


Some collectors who use _ the 
Scott International Albums might 
have wondered over the absence 
of certain stamps, or stamp issu- 
ing countries from these albums. 
A Philadelphia collector missed 
pages for Serbia in his album and 
made inquiry about this delin- 
quency to Scott Publications. They 
informed him that the pages for 
this country were unintentionally 
omitted from the album, but will 
be included in next year’s supple- 
ment, 

As to the stamps issued for 
which there are no spaces, Scotts 
states that only after the stamps 
are listed in the Catalog, are they 
included on album pages. Also, the 
International does not provide for 
all stamps that are issued, because 
the stamps provided for on the 
pages of this album are within 
a certain price range, and any 
issues that are over the top of this 
range are not included. Only the 
low and the medium priced is- 
sues of most countries which are 
usually obtainable to collectors are 
carried in the International album.

Hungary Announces 
Three New Issues 


On March 15, the Hungarian 
government will issue a set of 
commemorative postage stamps 
to celebrate the holding of the 
Hungarian Freedoms Centennial 
Festivals. It has been announced 
that eleven stamps are to com- 
prise the series and the value of 
these will be as follows: 8, 10, 12, 
20, 30, 40, 60 fillers and 1, 
and 4 florints. 

Announced also is a_semi- 
postal set, the funds from the 
surtax of which will be used for 
the restoration of the famous 
Chain Bricge over the Danube 
at Budapest. Details as to the 
values in the set, the date of is- 
sue, or the designs to be used 
were not released as yet. 

A third issue will be of a single 
stamp to commemorate the 100th 
Anniversary of the Free Press of 
Hungary. This stamp, like the re- 
cent issue for the celebration of 
Stamp Day, will be produced in 
miniature’ sheets of four also. 

Bela Bauer, secretary of the 
Hungaria Philatelic Society of 
New York City, and from whom 
the information was received, 
states that theré were only 25,000 
of the Stamp Day miniature sheet 
issued, and that it appears that 
for this reason the sheet will be 
a good item to have.

TWO STRAIGHT EDGES 

All flat plate U. S._ issues 
through the 1922 issue had 19 
stamps per sheet that were 
straight edged on one or more 
sid.s. Actually only one stamp 
out of the 19 had a straight edge 
on two sides and this was one 
that came in the very corner of 
the sheet. Since these stamps 
were printed in sheets of 400 and 
then cut into panes of 100 after- 
wards there occured four different 
positions of these two sided 
straight edges out of each orig- 
inal sheet. 

In times past these stamps were 
discarded or sold at a large dis- 
count. Especially were they loath- 
ed by precancel collectors, The 
one sided straight edge has more 
and more of late been accepted by 
collectors, just as second grade 
U. S. must be selling in the regu- 
lar stamp market judging from 
the ads. It is easy to see that if 
any of these straight sided stamps 
were ever to be good the one 
with the two adjacent sides 
would be the one. One out of a 
pane of 100, four out of a large 
sheet of 400. 

















things in the past and almost in- 
variably have mounted their two 
sided straight edges in such a 
manner, when material was avail- 
Fr, [2 so as to make a frame line 
around the four mounted stamps, 
that is when they were able to 
get all four positions. The real 
position of these corners was ac- 
tually just the opposite and I 
think they should be mounted 
with the straight sides to the 
center and the perforations to 
the outside. 

I have seen collectors make 
what they called miniature sheets 
of nine. They looked nice but 
were just as incorrect. However 
if the collector got a kick out of 
mounting them that way more 
power to him. In the sheet of 
nir.2 a full perforated stamp was 
placed in the middle, then of 
course the .corners were made 
out of the two sided straight ed- 
ges, and between these were plac- 
e- one sided straight edges, to 
complete the frame line. Lot of 
fun if you can get the material. To 
get some-like that in precancels 
all from one city on the same 
denomination never was an easy 
thing, most collectors being con- 
tent to stick to making their 
plates up from different cities 
but of the same denomination. 
Why don’t some of you old 
timers dig in that cigar box you 
laid away years ago and see what 
you can find. Stamp_ collecting 
can be interesting and inexpen- 
sive if you make it so, instead of 
expe..sive and burdensome.

International 
Group Makes Report 


Numerous factors having to do 
with the improvement of inter- 
national philatelic relations and 
the elimination of questionable 
postal issues were discussed at 
the annual convention of the Fed- 
eration Internationale de Phila- 
telie, held last October in Prague, 
according to a summary of the 
convention proceedings just re- 
ceived by the American Philatelic 
Society, the American representa- 
tive in the Federation. The con- 
vention was scheduled for Oct. 
11 and 12, but the agenda was so 
voluminous that the business ses- 
sions were continued through the 
two following days. 

Philatelic societies represented 
by delegates at the convention 
included those of Austria, Bul- 
garia, Czechoslovakia, Denmark, 
France, Holland, Hungary, Jugo- 
slavia, Luxembourg, Palestine, 
Switzerland, Spain and Sweden, 
while both the American Philate- 
lic Society and the Belgian Phila- 
telic Society were officially rep- 
resented by the President of the 
Denmark Philatelist Union, and 
the societies of Finland and Po- 
land expressed their views by 
mail on certain of the questions 
before the convention. 

One of the most important of 
the convention discussions con- 
cerned the work of the Central 
Office of the Federation, which 
had been established in Basel, 
Switzerland, in 1938 to investi- 
gate questionable stamp issues. 
The convention recommendations 
are to be submitted to each mem- 
ber society for further study and 
possible additional recommenda- 
tions. 

Another matter of general in- 
terest discussed at the conven- 
tion was the valuing of unused 
stamps without gum and, upon 
motion of the Danish Society, a 
definite proposal will made 
after further study of the ques- 
tion. 

With reference to unnecessary 
stamp emissions and the often 
unreasonable surtax on these, the 
convention was informed by the 
President of the French Society 
that, after several requests to 
the French postal authorities, an 
agreement was reached that 
promises considerable improve- 
ment in the future so far as 
French stamps are concerned. The 
Czechoslovakia Society reported 
a similar agreement with the 
Czech postal authorities. 

Both the American Philatelic 
Society and the Brazilian Phila- 
telic Society, which had been cor- 
responding members before World 
War II, were unamimously elect- 
ed to full membership in the Fed- 
eration.

Of 1947 Ott Award 


At the January 19th meeting of 
the Philatelic Society of Pitts- 
burgh the winner of the Fred Ott 
Award for 1947 was announced by 
the awarding committee. This 
prize, consisting of $25.00 in cash 
and a suitable certificate, is given 
annually by Mr. Ott to the mem- 
ber who, in the opinion of a three 
man committee, scores the highest 
on the following counts:: 
1. Individual effort and time 
devoted to the promotion of the 
Society. 
2. Bringing of new members 
to the Society. 

3. Effort in the furtherance of 
philately generally. 
4. Character and personality. 
The winner for 1947 was Mr. A. 
E. Guenther, whose work was 
particularly notable as chairman 
of the general committee in 
charge of arrangements for the 
A, P. S. Convention last August, 
when the Pittsburgh Club was 
host. 
The Pittsburgh Society meets in 
the William Penn Hotel the first 
and third Monday evenings of 
each month. Visitors are always 
welcome—all district collectors are 
invited.

The announcement from the 
Post Office Department which 
gives the list of stamps to be is- 
sued is certainly imposing. Of 
course they will be spread over 
the year, and collectors should 
not expect to get them all with- 
in the next two or three months. 
The inclusion of the Four 1 
lains will certainly surprise all, 
but the others have been sug- 
gested from time to time. This 
list still leaves room for the Wash- 
ington Monument commem, the 
American Indian stamp and the 
tribute to the Swedish Pioneers, 
to say nothing of a Santa Claus 
stamp. 





With all these new stamps com- 
ing up, just how much do you 
know about the past issues? Here 
is an opportunity to find out. 

1. Nearly all stamps of the 
United States have the wording 
on their face “United States Post- 
age”, “U. S. Postage”, or “United 
States of America, Postage”, 
what three stamps have neither 
of these or any any other word- 
ing to denote that they are stamps 
of this country? 

2. There were faur United 
States Postage stamps issued with 
the wording, “U. S. Post Office”. 
Which are they? 


At another time in this column 
were listed some of the sugges- 
tions for the improvement of the 
postal service that were sent to 
the PMG by employes of the 
service from the postmasters on 
down to the lowliest substitute 
clerk. The following have a spec- 
ial appeal all their own:—issue 
an airmail postal card (very good 
idea); print stamps in blocks of 
four for philatelists (probably 
worried to death by collector cus- 
tomers); issue 4c, 6c, and 8c post- 
age due stamps (to save wear and 
tear on the licker); make stamps 
of a lighter color (??); treatment 
to prevent stamps from curling 
(we should live so long). 


In a recent speech, Third As- 
sistant PMG Lawler made a sig- 
nificant statement of policy about 
the issuance of commemorative 
stamps. He said: 

“The issue of a new stamp is 
a noteworthy event. It may not 
be generally understood but it is 
the fact that when the Post Of- 
fice Department authorizes the 
issue of a new stamp, it can do 
so only after very weighty delib- 
eration. There are many, many 
requests each year for commem- 
orative stamp recognition, some of 
which carry great merit. How- 
ever, it is practicable to issue but 
8 to 12 each year. This begets dis- 
criminating selection. In the first 
place be it a great man, a great 
event, or a great idea, it must 
be one of national significance

great public interest and demand; 
it should be a subject which will 
lend itself to adequate portrayal 
or proper symbolization within 
the dimensions of the tiny post- 
age stamp; it must be considered 
not only from its philatelic as- 
pect but from a standpoint of 
utility in its elemental use as in- 
dicia in transmitting mail matter”. 


From Pittsburgh, Joseph F. Bar- 
ron, a railway mail clerk, writes 
that he goes along 100% with the 
information given here on the 
bad addressing of mail by per- 
sons who should take just 60 
seconds longer to address their 
mail so that is is legible. Mr. 
Barron writes, “I have noticed 
that many people use the wrong 
state, and address mail to locali- 
ties that they have visited, but 
that are not post offices. Also 
a common error is to write Md. 
so that it can be mistaken for 
Ind. or Mo., and Pa. which can 
be taken for La., or Ia., or Penn. 
that looks like Tenn. In address- 
ing a letter, one should never 
write the Gen. Del. or R. D. un- 
der the state as this can be mis- 
taken so easily for Del. or R. I.” 
So there, that concludes our 
weekly good turn for our Post 
Office Department, with lots of 
thanks for Mr. Barron who is ina 
job to know about what he is 
writing. 


Last January 10, when the first 
flight with a helicopter carrying 
mail was made on AM 84 in 
California, covers were carried for 
collectors. L. O. Gerbig of Casper, 
Wyoming had a cover aboard with 
two Carver stamps on it for post- 
age. The Los Angeles post office 
cancelled the stamps with a post- 
mark that read 1947, instead of 
1948. That makes an official (?) 
first day of nearly a year pre- 
vious to the actual date of Jan- 
uary 5, 1948!! 


The stamp on a stamped en- 
velope should be in the upper 
right hand corner of the enve- 
lope, shouldn’t it? It so happens 
that Lewis E. Waggoner of Lake- 
wood, Ohio has one that was 
used and addressed to him with 
the stamp nearly in the exact 
rcenter instead. He also writes 
that the envelope is regular in 
every respect outside of that. 
This does not stack up as a great 
rarity, but they just don’t appear 
often enough for us less fortun- 
ate people to have one for our 
collections. 





I just haven’t made up my 
mind whether Walter J. Kowbel 
of Racine, Wis. has an unusual 
cover or not. Here’s what he has, 
and you can make up your own 
mind on the matter. It is an en- 
velope with a beautiful cachet 
from one of the big first day cov- 
er dealers, properly addressed, is 
postmarked with the machine 
cancel from Coloma, Calif., on 
the first day of issue of the Gold 
Discovery stamp, but it doesn’t 
have any stamp! 


What is the Post Office De- 
partment intending to celebrate 
writes a reader in regard to the 
Francis Scott Key commemora- 
tive stamp? He offers the infor- 
mation that Key was born in 1780, 
wrote the Star Spangled Banner 
in 1814, and died in 1843. 


Suppose an airmail letter had 
to be forwarded to another ad- 
dress because a person had moved 
from the one written on the en- 
velope. Would the letter be con- 
tinued on its way by air, or by 
surface? Curiosity about the mat- 
ter prompted H. Brehm of 
New London, Wis. to write to 
the Department in Washington 
about the matter after he could 
not get a definite answer from 
several postoffices that he visit- 
ed. The POD wrote that if the de- 
livery of the letter to the other 
address would be expedited with 
the use of airmail, such a method 
would be used. 


INVESTMENT TIP: Lester C.

1. The only three stamps that 
do not have any wording in the 
design to tell that they are Unit- 
ed States Postage Stamps are the 
ones issued to commemorate the 
Tercentenary of the Landing of 
the Pilgrims at Plymouth, Mass. 
First day was on December 21, 
1920. When the lack of the word- 
in “U. S. Postage” or some sim- 
ilar designation was called to the 
attention of the POD when the 
stamps were issued the POD ad- 
vanced the statement that this 
was an experiment, and besides 
the design was too crowded al- 
ready for such wording. 

2. Only four stamps in the long 
line of issues since the first one 
in 1847 have been inscribed “U. 
S. Post Office.” The. 5c and the 
10c, 1847’s were the first two 
so inscribed, while the two stamps 
contained in the CIPEX Souven- 
ir sheet were the other two. 


IT SHOULDN'T HAPPEN TO 
A COVER COLLECTOR EVEN 


Some time ago the readers of 
this paper were given the infor- 
mation that the Australian ship 
Wyatt Earp was being prepared 
to carry an expedition to Heard 
Island, the intention being that 
this piece of unclaimed territory 
be added to that of Australia. It 
was also announced at the time 
that philatelic mail would be car- 
ried, and this would be cancelled 
with a Heard Island postmark. 

When the Wyatt Earp finally 
did depart from its Australian 
port, all the philatelic mail was 
left behind, neatly piled on the 
desk of a member of the expedi- 
tion. Each piece had been ad- 
dressed, sealed, stamped and filled 
with a stuffer. An inexperienced 
secretary, seeing the mail and 
not realizing that it was to have 
had the special cancellation, 
dumped the entire lot in the Mel- 
bourne post office. 

Imagine tthe surprise of the 
Australian addressees when they 
received their fine “Heard Island” 
covers with a Melbourne, G. P. O. 
postmark.

Cachets Announced 
For Inaugural Flights 


The Post Office Department has 
announced that on or about 
March 1, airmail service will be 
inaugurated at Bowling Green, 
Ky. on route AM 10, and at Pana- 
ma City, Fla. on route AM 39. 
Special an Ae will be authorized 
at both places, and the usual 
handling of philatelic mail will 
be authorized. 
Alco on or about March 1, air- 
mail service will be inaurgurated 
on a new segment of AM 82 from 
the terminal point of Eagle Pass, 
Texas via Laredo, Harlingen, Mis- 
sion-McAllen-Edinburg, to the ter- 
minal point at Brownsville, Texas, 
Each of these offices will be per- 
mitted to apply a special cachet 
for the event through the author- 
ity of the Post Office Department. 
First flight air-mail covers sent 
to the postmasters at the offices 
named above, should be accom- 
panied by a letter authorizing the 
holding of the covers for the first 
flight and requesting the appli- 
cation of the cachet.
